with the reply from the Soviet

On the latter point, it has not 


yet been decided at the state de- 
partment whether it xvould be bet- 
ter to appeal to the security coun- 
cil or the U. N. general assembly.

Driving through the checkerboard 
pattern ,<«" Hedgerows in Norman- 
dy on this third anniversary of 
D-Day, the breathtaking sight of 
endless rows of white crosses be- 
neath the apple tree impresses one 
more than anything else. 


When elements of five American 


divisions landed in Normandy — 
two by air and three by sea—on 
June 6, 1944, they opened one of 
the greatest, if costliest, military 
campaigns in American history. 


Wrestling the Cherbourg penin- 


sula from the German forces that 
had vanquished Europe gave the 
allies a major seaport arid enough 
space to load the continent with 
a striking force that was powerful 
enough to sweep 250 miles to Par- 
is within one month 
after the 


breakthrough at St Lo. 


Victory Came 
Hard Way 


But the men-who secured the 


Cherbourg peninsula had to do it 
the hard way. Nearly 90,000 of 
them paid with "their blood. There 
are nine U. S. military cemeteries 
in Normandy where 28,462 white 
crosses mark the sleeping places 
of American soldier dead. 


Hedgerow fighting 
and the 


hard luck the paratroopers ran 
into on D-Day are generally ac- 
cepted as the reason for this ov- 
erwhelming figure. 


There are only about 5,000 Ger- 


mans buried in Normandy—about 
3,000 at La Combe and another 
2,000 at St* ifere Eglise, 
- Maj. Robert Crisson, 26-year-old 
regular army officer from Birm- 
ingham, Ala., who survived the 
first; wave! at Utah beach and the 
Normandy campaign, lists three 
reasons for the heavy toll "in" Nor- 
mandy: (1) hedgerows (2) breaks 
in the hedgerows and (3) shells 
exploding in tlie trees. 


Hedge Perfect Ambush. 


In Normandy the farmers use 


hedges to divide one tiny 'field 
from, another instead 
of using 


fences. A macriine gunner could 
lie in wait behind a hedge and kill 
or wound a half-dozen men before 
ie. was discovered. The gate into 
every field outlined a soldier com- 
ing through it just if he were walk- 
ing into a shooting gallery.

One 'of the mysteries of life is 


why good ruen should sometimes 
have evil sons. 
However, it is a 


compensating fact that sometimes 
evil men have very good spn». 
Both facts are strikingly illus- 
trated in the history of some kings 
of Judah who came after Heze- 
kiah. Hezekiah, as we have >!ej-n, 
was a relatively good king, and his 
long reign was marked by .safety 
and prosperity Included was the 
j-emarkahle deliverance when the 
hosts of Assyria were destroyed 
and turned hack by the plague 
that.struck their camp as 
they 
were about to overwhelm Judali. 
But the impressive influences of 


that deliverance were soon forgot- 
ten in the long reigrn of Hezekiah s 
son, Manasseh, who was a corrupt 
and evil king. It is recorded that 
he not only shed innocent blood, 
but that he sought to overthrow 
and destroy the religion of Israel, 


He set up altars and practices of 
.dolatry and turned to all methods 
of sorcery and abominable prac- 
tice. 
His son, Amon, proved -no 
jetter, becoming- king at the age 
of 22. but he reigned for only two 
years when his own servants con- 
spired against him and slew him. 


Then came the good son of a bad 
father.* The conspirators against 
Amon were themselves slain 
by 


those who took Josiah, Amon's 


son. then a boy of 8, and made him 
king. He ruled Judah for 31 years 
and he must have'been under good 
influences from the first, for 'as 
boy and man he was commendably 
great and strong, 
Good and well-intentioned, men 
are often lacking in initiative and 
forcefulness -in. action, but King 
Josiah was aggressive and compe- 
tent in his goodness. "He vigorously 
attacked the idolatrous places and 
practices, 
threw down and de- 
stroyed the altars of iniquity, and 
restored the Temple as the place 
of true worship. 


It was in this restoration of the 


Temple that the- "Book 
of the 
I,aw," the book of Deuteronomy in 
our Bible, was discovered. It • be- 
came the occasion for an impres- 
sive dedicatory service in which 
king and people made a covenant 
to obey its precepts and serve the 
one God. 
Centuries later Jesus proclaimed 
the spiritual nature of the true 
God, whose worship is in 
spirit 
and in truth and is not confined 
to 
temples, mountains, or other 


professedly holy places. But the 
effect of the reforms under Josiah 
was to purify religion of its abus- 
es". In its emphasis on the holy 
place it destroyed, the unholy plac- 
es; and 
unholiness, whether 
in 
place or in person, is the denial of 
essential goodness and of all true 
worship.

Degree of Education Factor 
in Determining the Economic 


Welfare of 
World-Lancaster 


Education and Technical 


Training Is Necessary 


For High Standard 


By A. H. LAArCASTJER 


There is : -increasing'"•••"evidence 


that the degree of .-education and 
competence 
determines the eco- 


nomic welfare 
of the 
various 


countries of the world. 


The Chamber of Commerce of 


the United'States published "Edu- 
cation 
Steps up 
Living Stand- 


ards". Five poor . countries were 
compared with five rich ones to 
show why some are poor and some 
are rich. 


Rumania is potentially one of 


the'wealthiest countries of Europe. 
The natural resources are fertile 
land, forests, old, good climate and 
good rain fall. A relatively small 
amount of education and techni- 
cal training is provided. The re- 
sult is a low income. 


The limited resources of Switz- 


erland include mountainous coun- 
try, poor soil, severe climate and 
few minerals. The 
country has 


good education and one of 'the 
most highly trained populations 
in the world. The great compe- 
tence of the people is enough to 
make up for the lack of resources 
and Switzerland has on unusually 
high income.. 


All of the countries with high 


incomes have people with a high 
level of education and great tech- 
nical skill in the economic field. It] 
is always difficult to find strict- 
ly causal factors. The evidence ia 
impressive that education is a cau- 
sal factor as far as income is con- 
cerned. In other words, ii a coun- 
try will increase the amount of ed- 
ucatin and technical training the 
income will increase. 


In the United States there are 


various types of experimental evi- 
dence which 
indicates 
that the 


way to raise the production of a 
community is to raise its tech- 
nical competence. Certain low in- 
come communities were chosen in 
the 
Sloan 
Foundation 
Experi- 


ments. The people in these com- 
munities 
were 
given technical 


knowledge and training in meth- 
. ods of solving their problems. An 
improvement in the level of liv- 
ing has occurred. In fact, on the 
basis of the present evidence we 
are justified in making the state- 
ment that the best and most effec- 
tive method of assisting low in- 
come individuals or communities 
is to raise their level of technical 
training.

Mastery of Subject Big 


Factor in Education, , 


Frazer Declares 


B.> B* J. FRAZER 


Perhaps the most difficult task 


contionting a teacher in theJPub^ 
he Schools, is that of bringing 
parents, 
as well as students to 


understand what a diploma really 
represents, A diploma is worth, 
to the student and society, only a» 
much as the individual has put 
into securing it. The diploma, of 
itself, does hot indicate whether 
the holder has been a discipled, ef- 
ficient student, or a loafer; it 
merely indicates 
he haa met -a 


minimum requirement. More often 
than it is pleasant to admit, both 
employers and college Instructors 
find evidence: that the students' 
.greatest interest while in school, 
had been in getting the diploma, 
rather than in mastery of infor- 
mation, development of skills, or 
training in impersonal thinking. 


The eittire purpose of the for- 


mal education process is to guide 
and stimulate the maturation pro- 
cess. Education is but the planned 
guiding of this natural growth. All 
education, whether good or bad, is 
based on the substitution of de- 
sired mental .and physical skills 
for less desirable ones. If this pro- 
cess is properly guided in church, 
home, and school 
-the 
student 


grows steadily in strength, judg- 
ment, and wisdom. If unguided, or 
negatively influenced, the student 
can actually grow weaker in the 
above qualities. 


The one fundamental objective 


of formal education is to help the 
student discard undesirable hab- 
its and develop, in their places, 
better habits. Theses habits in- 
clude physica'i and emotional hab- 
its; habits of conduct and of at- 
titude, etc. This entire program 
fails miserably, at times, when the 
home fails to understand or cb-' 
operate; or when the church has 
not been given its place in the in- 
dividual's training; or when the 
community, has been thoughtless 
or careless in its obligation to its 
young people. 


Because the process of chang- 


ing oneself—even when aided, is 
difficult; too many resist the pro- 
cess passively and some actively. 
The net result in such cases, much 
to the chagrin of students and 
parents alike, 
is failure. 
Those.! 


students who follow the "get by" 
or "I passed didn't I.'", philosophy; 
risk failure in school and, almost'^ 
without exception, fail to fulfill 
expectations on a job. 


Education will be an infinitely 


better investment for the Ameri- 
can Public, when all parents tak« 
the, attitude that for their chil- 
dren, "Education is a full time 
job"; and that, ."a 
diploma is - 


worth to the holder only what he 
has invested in work and self-dis- ": 
cipline in winning it."

New System

A new industrial arts system 


has been introduced in D.H.S. this 
year featuring in entirely new 
metal shop. This innovation was 
due largely to a recent survey con- 
ducted 
by Mr. 
C. B. Lindell, 


industrial arts instructor. In this 
survey all 
major 
employers in 


Dixon were, interviewed and asked 
what they considered the Indus- 
trial Arts .Department 
should 


teach ,,their :students . in order to 
help them, in the industrial world. 
Also, ;he: wrote "former industrial 
art students, of D-H.S asking them 
which phases of the work hadn't 
been taugh't that they., wished had 
been, and what things had^ bAn 


' taugfit that had proved wort'hlejls. 
It was with-'this information as a 
basis that the new program was 
established. 


Under the former system there 


was only a little 
metal 
shop 


worked in with wood shop. Noxv 
there is an entire new metal shop 
department under Mr. L. P. Sul- 
livan, shop teacher. 


The metal work can be divided 


into three "divisions. The first di- 
vision, bench work, which is done 
by hand, consists of; shaping met- 
als; the second, lathe work, is 
mostly small repair jobs -and learn- 
ing 
the 
operations, .such 
as 


straight-turning, tapering turning, 
and knurling-; 
the third is ma- 


chines.^:--

The machines which they now 


have are as follows: "a 
milling 


machine, "used'••for shaping, boring, 
and surfacing;-a-(drill press, used 
for boring and' drilling; pedestal 
grinders for sharpening tools; a 
small polishing grinder, used for 
small work; and a heat treat oven, 
the. primary use of which is to 
soften hardened steel to "the' de- 
sired shape.

• For welding' equipment there is 
one small electric Lincoln 150 amp. 
welder and one 300 amp. gasoline 
driven Hoberti: electric 
welder. 


There are two positions for'two 
boys to... do acetylene, welding or 
cutting-tat' once. 


In'addition ; to 'the' equipment 


which the metal shop already has, 
iM-r. Sullivan hopes that in the 
near future tey can add to their 
equipment. 


It is the policy, of the industrial 


arts department' to have its cour- 
ses for the first year students ex- 
ploratory 
in the three 
depart- 


ments: wood-shop, drafting, 'and 
metal shop. In the following .three 
years the student may specialize 
in the1 subject of his choice from 
those offered during the period of 
exploration:

and health service—which are car- 
ried on throughout the Dixon ele- 
mentary 
and high schools are 


An effort is. being 
made to correlate the speech cor- 
rection and guidance counseling 
through the health department. It 
hs.K been indicated that this is the 
n?c<st effective way to reach and. 
help the child. 


Miss Wilhtilm, the school nurse, 


has been with the Dixon schools 
for six years. During the last four 
years she has managed the health 
department entirely alone. In 1944 
a state law was passed requiring 
a complete physical examination 
for every child entering the first, 
fifth or ninth .grades and every 
four years thereafter. New pro- 
grams, that have been begun dur- 
ing the past year include nutrition 
surveys, 
examination for ring- 


worm, and the use of a new in- 
vention, the wood lamp.

Sept. 15, 1941 


In 1941 the student body of Di- 


on high school welcomed Ronald 
"Dutch" Reagan back to his alma 
mater for a one day visit. "Dutch" 
was in Dixon with Louella Par- 
sons, Bob Hope, Jerry Colona, Joe 
E. Brown, Bebe 
Daniels, 
Ben 


Lyons, Ann Rutherford, George 
Montgomery and other dignitar- 
ies for one of DixonVbiggest cel- 
ebrations "The Louella 'Parsons 
—Ronald Reagan Days". 


The September 26, 1941 edition 


of The Dixini presented the fol- 
lowing story of "Dutch's" appear- 
ance at the Dixon high school: 


"Students of Dixon high school 


experienced a rare thrill on Mon- 
day morning, September 15, when 
they were greeted in the auditor- 
ium by Ronald Reagan, movie star 
and ex-Dixon' high school stu- 
dent Yes, it's true. "Dutch" diet 
graduate from the old North Cen- 
tral high in 1928, where he star- 
red in a number of successful high 
school plays under the direction 
of Principal Bernard J. Frazer. 


Toltl of School Days 


In his 
talk to the 
students, 


"Dutch" spent much of his time 
telling of his experiences in school 
and after he graduated. Although 
you might have been led to be- 
lieve differently, Ronald was just 
an average student, occasionally 
bluffing Jiis way through an as- 
signment as every student has 
done at some time or another. He 
gave an example or two of; this 
as he reminisced before the audi- 
torium stage microphone.

'.TDutch" was perhaps unusual 


in the fact that he had a: natural 
"gift of gab" which he could use 
advantageously to pull himself out 
of embarrassing situations at crit- 
ical times. His most embarrassing 
moment came in Hollywood, how- 


- ever, when he was filming his lat- 


est picture, "International Spuad- 
ron". Ronald was required-to sing 
two verses of "The Man; on "the 
Flying Trapese". Ronald claims 
that he doesn't sing; and when he 
had finished his solo selection the 
electricians and .technicians' on 
the movie lot just about laughed 
him off the set 


•When Mr. Frazer 
asked him 


:backstage what kind of introduc- 
tion he wanted, "Dutch", being a 
good sport and possessing a keen 
sense of humor, replied,' 
"Just 


don't tell the truth about me." 


Ronald 
was quite 
a football 


player in his time, and when asked 
to make a comment on this, he 
stated jokingly, 
"Some •:-, people 


ifcalled me the best football player 
oh the worst team Dixon ever had." 
He'was really quite interested in 
sports, nevertheless, and told of 
his experiences in the radio sports

"Dutch" thoughtfully stated that 


he contributed much of his pres- 
ent ability as an actor to "his first 
/director", B. J. Frazer, and told 
.the. students that many 'of the 
fundamentals he now uses were 
taught to him

Is Toned Down by 
Slower Profit Now 


Settle Down for Saner 


Approach to Well

homah* love to recall the exploits 
of the oil-rich Indians. 


"He used to buy a bright yellow 


high-powered motor car", 
they 


say. 
"On Saturday night* he 


would get drunk and crash into 
a bridge abutment. Monday mor- 
ning he would buy another brand 
new car, explaining to the'sales- 
man: 'Bridge no get out of. my 
way'.

"He used to wreck thrse or four 


cars a month". 


Just who thi* Indian was no- 


body seems to remember, but he 
is a symbol of the fabulou* spend- 
ing of an era that is dead, the 
early days of the -oil 
industry 


when the' -parched acres on which 
a' 
patched-pants 
farmer 
had 


scratched out a miserable living 
suddenly made him wealthy over- 
night. 


Find Sudden Wealth 


Men who had to wear borrowed 


cardboard to cover the holes in 
their shoes found themselves in 
a position to buy $100,000 homes. 
And they did. 


The oil strike in Osage county 


in the 192Q's made the Osage In- 
dian tribe there the richest peo- 
ple on earth on a per capita-basis 
—until 
the ^ gadget 
salesmen 


moved in to part the unwary from 
their money. 


"This country used to be a gold 


mine for broken down painters 
from the east and antique deal- 
ers", said one old resident. 


Newly rich farmers. hitherto in- 


sensible to the 
joys of indoor 


plumbing sp'.ent vast, amounts on 
Persian rugs and foreign tapes- 
tries to 
decorate their 
lavish 


homes. 


The only trouble is that oil wells 


eventually have a habit of play- 
ing out. That" shut off the source 
of income. Many a splurger had 
to leave town "scratching a 'broke 
foackslde'V—As .they say in forth- 
right Oklahoma. 
•• 


Again big money-is being spent 


fast and loose trying to locate new 
oil fields. But the farmers who 
own the land are conservative and 
wiser. They aren't trying now to 
build stone castles on ,prospec- 
tlve paper profits. 


The drillers themselves arc a 


different caliber too. In the oM 
days they used, to pour gasoline 
down the creek as a wasteful" by- 
product of karos«n«, the fuel u*ed 
in lamps. Nobody wanted gasoline 
because it was too *xplo*ivc for 
home illumination and th« mar- 
ket of the motor car hadn't b««n 
developed. 


Natural gas then hissed, un- 


wanted into the open air. 


"Now oil producers try to con- 


serve every 
pound of 
energy, 


every foot of gas, and every barrel 
of oil", said one old tinier. That 
Is a result, of conservation meas- 
ures initiated for the first time 
on a stato-wide basis by Okla- 
homa. 


Formerly a pr'odu'cer paid for 


the cost of digging a well within 
a month of the time it spouted oil. 
He got only perhaps 25 per cent 
of the oil wealth available through 
slapdash, methods of production. 


Same Proposition Now 


Now thousands of cheap "strip- 


per" wejls are keeping communi- 
ties alive' by bringing up only one 
to four barrels of oil each daily. 


"We've settled. down to a sane 


business proposition", said Claude 
Barrow, veteran 
newspaper oil 


editor. "It may tok'e a producer 
now from five to 18 year* to pay 
out his investment in drilling a 
well. He takes his profit over a 
longer period". 


This means also that the owner 


of the land—he usually gets one 
eighth of the oil discovered under 
the usual lease terms without pay- 
ing any drilling costs—has his in- 
come spread over a longer period. 


• "Oil has been both a curse and 
a blessing to the property own- 
er", said Barrow. "But'he Is learn- 
ing how' to take 'thi* gradual 
'wealth without letting it ruin-him 
and his family". - 
- 
- 
. 


Barrow himself has. nuggeited 


to many wildcatter* good loca- 
tions for drilling but made no 
money oufc of his knowledge. Once 
a wildcatter drilled on two', acres 
he owned made him a substantial 
offer—and Barrow asked to con- 
sider it overnight.
